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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Fellow Citizens of Stoddard: 


During the past year our schools as a whole have been 
generally satisfactory, with exceptional incidents arising, 
which the school board has endeavored to correct as far 
as it was able. It would seem that few people realize: how . 
much the success of a school depends upon the active-and | 
hearty codperation of the parents and citizens themselves. 
It'is not altogether indifference that counts, but much’ 
harm is done by idle talk, or a failure to support the. teach- 
ers’ authority. | 

Three schools were maintained in town during the year, 
taught by five different teachers, and aggregating 603%. 
weeks, and attended by 68 different pupils. George E. 
Reed’s two children attended in Marlow, as usual, and the 
two children of Daniel E. Swett were taught by Miss Isabelle 
Blood, at her home in Sullivan. Not so much. money has. 
been paid. for conveyance, as.in the past few years, The, 
board has provided new outline maps for all the schools | 
at a cost of $54.00, and has bought new reading books, 
geographies and spellers, making the expenses for supplies. 
unusually heavy this year. None except slight repairs 
have been made upon the school houses, but the one at 
South Stoddard will need one side shingled within a year 
or two. 

William A. Hobbs was appointed agent of the school 
board, to enumerate the children of the town, in September, » 
and reported twenty-nine boys, and thirty-five girls be- 
tween the ages of five and sixteen years. 
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A detailed report of our schools is.as follows: 


ScHooL No. 1— CENTRE. 


The spring term was taught by Miss Ruth E. Safford 
of Washington. The appearance of the school was good, 
and the examinations excellent. Length of term, 10 weeks. 
Number of pupils attending, 19. All studied reading, writ- 
ing, spelling, arithmetic and geography, 8 grammar, 5 
physiology, 5 composition, and 1 history. Cases of tardi- 
ness, 5. Number of visits by school board, 10; by citizens 
and others, 31. On roll of perfect attendance, 8. Wages, 
of teacher per month, $30. 

The fall term consisted of 9 4-5 weeks, and was taught 
by Miss Julina B. Howe of Dublin. The conduct and ap- 
pearance of the school was most excellent and the exami- 
nation was good.

ScHoo.t No. 2—(WEST STODDARD). 


Miss Julina B. Howe of Dublin taught the spring term 
of 11 weeks, with success. This school is larger than for 
some years previous. Number of pupils in attendance 10. 
All studied reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic; nine 
geography, grammar, history, drawing and vocal music; 
one composition, and one natural history. Visits by 
school board seven, by others 17. Number of tardy 
marks, five. Number not absent or tardy, three. Wages 
of teacher per month, $22.00. 

‘The fall term, consisting of 11 weeks, was taught by 
Miss Elsie F. Brown, and ran along smoothly so far as 
the school board could see, and the pupils made a good 
appearance on the last day. Attendance, eight. All studied 
reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic, physiology and vocal

music; six geography and grammar. No tardy marks are 
found on the register, and no names on the roll of perfect 
attendance. Number of visits by school board six, and by 
parents and others five. Wages of teacher per month,

ScHOOL No. 3—(SOUTH STODDARD). 


The spring term was taught by Miss Florence K. 
Crafts of Vermont, a refined and educated young lady, 
but lacking in force as a disciplinarian. Length of term, 
nine weeks. Whole number of pupils attending, 26. All 
studied reading and spelling, 18 writing, 17 arithmetic, 
10 geography, seven physiology, and five grammar and 
history. Instances of tardiness, 18. Visits by school 
board, nine, by parents and others, 28. None on roll of 
perfect attendance. Wages of teacher per month, $31.00. 

The fall term of 94% weeks, was taught by Mrs. Maude 
A. Page, of this town, with gratifying success. Number of 
pupils attending, 22. All studied reading, writing and spell- 
ing, 16 arithmetic, 10 geography, 13 physiology, 5 gram- 
mar and composition, and 3 history. Cases of tardiness 
10. Number on roll of perfect attendance 8, visits by school 
board 5, and by parents and others 34.
